Sheila Mitchell violated 
state statute last year 


and had to complete 
mandatory training 
after she transferred 
former high school prin¬ 
cipal Ronnie Fields to 
an administrative posi¬ 
tion that was not prop¬ 
erly posted as a vacancy 
according to an investi¬ 
gative report released by 
the Office of Education 
Accountability 
Mitchell, however, 


said in 
a phone 
interview 
Monday 
that she 
disagrees 
with the 
OEA’s 
findings, 
and that 
according to state law 
cited by the Kentucky 
Department of Educa¬ 


tion, she 
was well 
within her 
rights as 
superin¬ 
tendent 
met the 
required 
time 
frame to 
transfer Fields. 

“It’s very frustrat¬ 
ing that the OEA and 


KDE disagree on state 
law and what would be 
considered a violation,” 
Mitchell said of the 
investigative report’s 
findings. “As superin¬ 
tendent, I will continue 
to follow state law as 
interpreted by the board 
attorney as well as Ken¬ 
tucky Department of 
Education.” 

According to the state 


agency’s final report 
from December 2013, 
two allegations against 
Mitchell were filed with 
the Office of Education 
Accountability (OEA) 
regarding the posting 
of two staff positions: 
one for a special educa¬ 
tion teacher at Emma B. 
Ward Elementary and 
one regarding Fields’

Doris Halwes settles 
into an armchair to eat 
dinner. 

The armchair faces 
away from the large 
window behind her

Dispatchers honored for rescuing woman stranded in snowstorm

Sparrow, Fyffe receive 
Smart911 award

Lawrenceburg 
911 coordinator Todd 
Sparrow and telecom¬ 
municator Courtney 
Fyffe were recognized 
Saturday with a Smart- 
Save Award for helping 
to rescue a motorist 
stranded during the 
March 3 snowstorm by 
using Smart911. 

According to a release 
from Smart911, Teresa 
Cooper of Lawrence¬ 
burg was driving down 
the Bluegrass Parkway 
last Monday when 
her windshield wipers 
stopped working during 
the heavy snowstorm. 

She called 911, but 
the signal was weak 
and Cooper couldn’t 
communicate with 
Sparrow, who heard 
nothing but dead air. 
Sparrow, according to 
the release, kept asking 
if someone was on the 
line, and although Coo¬ 
per’s voice eventually 
came through in bits 
and pieces, the call soon 
became disconnected. 

According to 
Smart911, Cooper had 


signed up for the service 
a year earlier and cre¬ 
ated a safety profile for 
her family should they 
need to call emergency 
services. 

Smart911, the release 
said, allows citizens to 
create a free safety pro¬ 
file for their household 
that includes any infor¬ 
mation they want 911 
and response teams to 
have in the event of an 
emergency. 

When a citizen 
makes an emergency 
call, their Safety Pro¬ 
file is automatically 
displayed to the 911 call 
taker, allowing them to 
send the right response 
teams to the right loca¬ 
tion with the right 
information, according 
to Smart911. 

The Smart911 service 
was implemented in 
Lawrenceburg in 2011, 
according to Sparrow. 

Sparrow was able to 
review Cooper’s safety 
profile, and dispatcher 
Courtney Fyffe “pinged” 
the location of Cooper’s 
phone using Smart911. 
Sparrow dispatched 
responders and provided 
information Cooper 
listed in her Smart911 
profile. 

He was able to com¬ 


municate with Coo¬ 
per via text message 
through Smart911, the 
release said, while she 
waited for assistance. 

“We were able to 
use Smart911 because 
the person had regis¬ 
tered a Safety Profile,” 
Sparrow said Tuesday. 
“Nobody expects to call 
911 and not be able to 
be heard. We were able 
to text (Cooper) through 


Smart911, and we were 
able to get a location on 
her. Had she not regis¬ 
tered her safety profile, 
we would not have been 
able to do that.” 

Sparrow and Fyffe’s 
SmartSave award recog¬ 
nizes and rewards call 
takers, dispatchers and 
emergency responders 
who are able to effec¬ 
tively use information 
in a Smart911 Safety 


Profile to positively 
affect the outcome of 
an emergency, according 
to the release. 

“Most of our calls 
come from cell phones, 
and it can be very dif¬ 
ficult and take a lot of 
time to get the informa¬ 
tion we need to send 
help,” Fyffe, a telecom¬ 
municator of six years, 
was quoted as saying 
in the release. “Having 


all those details right in 
front of us so we could 
act quickly to send help 
to this woman meant 
that we could do our 
jobs easier, faster and 
more effectively.” 

Responders can be 
aware of many details 
they would not have 
known previously with 
Smart911, the release 
said. For instance, fire 
crews can arrive at a 
house fire knowing how 
many people live in the 
home and the location 
of bedrooms, EMS can 
be advised of allergies 
or specific medical 
conditions, and police 
can have the photo of a 
missing child in seconds 
rather than hours. 

Sparrow said the ser¬ 
vice has capabilities also 
for missing children, 
where 911 may be able 
to “ping” a child’s phone 
that’s been registered 
through Smart911. 

Smart911 data is pri¬ 
vate and secure, is only 
used for emergency 
responses and available 
to the 911 system in the 
event of an emergency 
call, according to the 
release.

ties he’d represent will 
take a strong look at his 
experience and dedica¬ 
tion to move the 53rd 
District forward. 

“I have knowledge of 
county government and 
been involved locally,” 
Gritton, who previously 
ran for state agricul¬ 
ture commissioner and 
served two terms as 
fiscal court magistrate, 
said Thursday morning. 
“I feel like I have a keen 
knowledge of Ander¬ 
son County’s needs and 
problems facing them.” 

If elected as the 
state representative for 
Anderson, Spencer and 
two precincts in Bullitt 
County, Gritton said his 
agenda would focus on 
local and state issues 
such as education, agri¬ 
culture and eminent 
domain. 

Gritton said one of his 
first priorities as state 
representative would be 
to ensure funding levels 
were adequate for stu¬ 
dents in his district. 

In agreement with 
Governor Steve Bes- 
hear’s budget proposal 
to restore Support Edu¬ 
cation Excellence in 


Kentucky (SEEK) state 
aid funding to its 2008 
levels, Gritton said he’d 
also address providing 
newer textbooks for stu¬ 
dents. 

Gritton said he’s 
also agrees with the 
governor’s proposal to 
find revenue through 
expanded gambling and 
a restructuring of the 
tax code to fund increas¬ 
es in education. 

“I think expanded 
gambling should be put 
on the ballot so that, for 
once and for all, we can 
let the people decide,” 
Gritton said. “We’ve 
been debating this issue 
for probably 20 years 
and I don’t understand 
why the legislature 
won’t let it get out and 
put it on the ballot.” 

Gritton said he’d

work with local school 
boards to achieve his 
education goals, but also 
wants to sit down one- 
on-one with teachers 
and find out what their 
concerns and needs are. 

“Cutting resources to 
school systems has an 
effect on the education 
of our children,” he said. 
“I think it’s appalling 
that teachers have to 
take money from their 
own pockets to pay for 
classroom supplies.” 

Continued learning 
is important to Gritton, 
who said his education 
primarily came from 
life experience, being 
involved in the com¬ 
munity and extensive 
reading. 

Anyone working in 
agriculture needs to be 
educated on a variety of 


subjects, he said, because 
farmers often also have 
to be veterinarians, 
businessmen and even 
etymologists. 

Gritton operates 
a small-scale former 
dairy farm in Anderson 
County, he said, and 
raises about 10-15 head 
of cattle each year. 

Gritton, who spent 
more than 17 years 
working for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of 
Agriculture, said agri¬ 
culture is integral to 
not only the district’s 
economy, but the state 
economy as well. 

While working for 
the agriculture depart¬ 
ment, Gritton said he 
spent much of his time 
working with state 
4-H and FFA youth 
and helped to develop 


the Department of 
Kentucky Agriculture 
scholarship. 

Overseeing 108 
county fairs during 
his career, Gritton 
said he worked with 
state Rep. Tom McKee 
(D-Cynthiana) to get the 
county fair grant pro¬ 
gram passed through 
the legislature in 2004 
and provide $495,000 for 
Kentucky county fair 
programs. 

He’d use his time as 
state representative 
to continue to support 
farmers and other mem¬ 
bers of the agricultural 
industry, Gritton said. 

“We’ve become a soci¬ 
ety where the people are 
several generations now 
from the farm,” he said, 
“but a lot of our urban 
friends don’t realize that 
agriculture is one of 
the largest industries in 
practically every county 
in Kentucky, including 
Anderson County.” 

Gritton said he also 
feels strongly about 
eminent domain and is 
opposed to non-govern¬ 
mental agencies taking 
private land away from 
residents. 

Although Gritton 
said he is not directly 
affected by the Blue- 
grass Pipeline’s plans 


to build a pipeline 
carrying natural gas 
liquids through several 
Kentucky counties, he is 
opposed to any attempt 
to install the pipeline by 
using eminent domain. 

“However I don’t 
think it’s right that non¬ 
government agencies 
would have the right 
to condemn land for 
their own use,” Gritton 
said. “I would certainly 
be opposed to eminent 
domain under those cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

Gritton also discussed 
his goals to ensure 
the county continues 
to receive road fund¬ 
ing and being open to 
opportunities to provide 
incentives to attract 
industries and revenue 
to the 53rd District. 

He said he’d be 
attending several sched¬ 
uled events in Spencer 
County during March, 
and plans to be avail¬ 
able to speak with vot¬ 
ers during the Anderson 
County Chamber of 
Commerce Expo to be 
held Saturday, March 22 
from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. at 
the Eagle Lake Conven¬ 
tion Center.

of suspects entered 
the gas station located 
across from McDonald’s 
sometime between 12:30 
a.m. and 6:30 a.m. last 
Friday morning. 

Suspects robbed the 
station’s ATM of cash, 
took cartons of ciga¬ 
rettes, and caused sig¬ 
nificant damage, Taylor 
said. He estimated 
the loss to the store — 
including damage and 
stolen goods — totaled 
about $75,000. 

The burglary 
occurred after the gas 
station had closed for 


night, Taylor said, and 
no one was inside the 
store when the suspects 
entered. 

Taylor said he con¬ 
siders the way suspects 
gained access into 
secure areas inside the 
store as “sophisticated,” 
adding that the way 
the Anderson County 
station was burglarized 
mirrors similar inci¬ 
dents across the state 
that have occurred 
since at least December 
2013. 

The suspects used 
some kind of tool to 
disable the locking sys¬ 
tem on one of the front 
doors of the gas station 
store, Taylor said, and 
once inside, they dis¬ 
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abled the alarm system. 

The Anderson 
County Sheriff’s Office 
is coordinating with 
several agencies across 
Kentucky from London 
to Owensboro to find 
out more information 
about the Lawrence¬ 
burg incident, Taylor 
said, although this bur¬ 
glary may be unrelated. 

The sheriff’s office 
and Crime Stoppers are 
asking for any informa¬ 
tion regarding the iden¬ 
tity of the burglars or 
their locations, accord¬ 
ing to a press release 


from the sheriff’s 
office. 

A cash reward is 
being offered for any 
information leading 
to an arrest based on a 
caller’s tip, according to 
a press release from the 
sheriff’s office.

Four days later,

Last forward to last 
Sunday. When the five 
seniors led the Lady 
Bearcats into the gym 
at Grant County High 
School, it was obvious 
they were loose and 
confident. 

“We had them come 
in at 11:45,” coach Tony 
Kays said. “We had 
about seven minutes 
of film from last year’s 
game with Simon 
Kenton. The girls were 
waiting on me.” 

That Anderson beat 
Simon Kenton was not 
a suprise. After all, the 
Lady Bearcats were 
favored. The convinc¬ 
ing manner of the 
win - 49-38 - wasn’t 
expected. 

A huge turnout 
of Anderson County 
fans made it to Grant 
County for the regional 
final, indicating that 
finally, after nearly 
five years, Anderson 
County as a whole has 
come to realize what a 


special group has been 
among us. 

On the court, this 
Lady Bearcat group 
of seniors has won 
128 games and lost 30, 
counting what they 
did as eighth-graders. 
Lor McKee and Cann, 
both of whom played 
as seventh-graders, that 
total is 148-37. 

They’ve won three 
regional champion¬ 
ships and could be a 
last-second shot (2011) 
and a freak knee injury 
to Stewart (2012) from 
taking five straight. It 
is an incredible legacy. 

Now they have at 
least one more game 
together. It could be as 
many as four. 

Anderson is one of 
the favorites to win 
the big prize Sunday 
afternoon, but there 
is a huge obstacle in 
their path.

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When leaving, what 
to remember about 
Anderson County 

A s I shook the woman’s hand before the church service 
began, she asked me where I worked. 

“Oh, I’m a reporter at The Anderson News,” I chirped 
with all the bursting, overflowing brightness of a new college 
graduate. 

“Oh. Good luck with that,” she said. The woman turned 
away to welcome someone else sitting behind her. 

She was right, in a way. 

Luck brought me to Kentucky. Luck (and a 
phone conversation with a newspaper publisher 
named Ben Carlson) brought me to Anderson 
County, where great stories are found in the pock¬ 
ets of hills off skinny, winding roads. 

Covering those stories made me happy to call 
Lawrenceburg my home, and not being able to 
tell those stories anymore makes it bittersweet to 
be leaving. 

Today is my last day at The Anderson News, 
and my desk is finally clean. 

The fortress I built out of sticky notes, fat file 
folders and plaques has been torn down. 

Only took me about three years. 

Three years does not make a legacy, not even close. 

But I never wanted to be a reporter to be remembered. 

I wanted to be a reporter so that the community — our 
community — would be remembered. 

Although I wrote down the sentences, you were the ones to 
provide the stories, the voices and the experiences of what it’s 
like to love, grieve, live and work in Anderson County. 

A sewing machine repairman taught me Latin, and a genu¬ 
ine passion for his job. 

An Anderson County couple generously shared their strug¬ 
gles of infertility, and the chaotic joy that came with three 
separate sets of twins. 

A 33-year-old Lawrenceburg teacher showed us the 
strength and love that comes with adopting four foster chil¬ 
dren and creating a new family. 

An Army veteran who worked hard to earn his college 
degree taught us the value of striving to better ourselves no 
matter our age. 

We got a glimpse of worlds different than our own: those 
devoted to semi-professional wrestling, a baseball card char¬ 
ity, bluegrass music, letter writing to pen pals thousands of 
miles away or a state fair winner raising chickens. 

We witnessed both sides of a heated debate on raising 
school board taxes or establishing a historic district. 

We worried about the clouds of smoke during structure 
fires and the flashing lights and crumpled vehicles at the 
scenes of accidents. 

I witnessed Anderson County unity through prayer on the 
football field and in collective grief at funerals. 

I saw donation after donation travel through our office 
doors for residents who had nothing and people who lost 
everything. 

In my time reporting and photographing for the newspa¬ 
per, I’ve screwed up and succeeded and tip toed cautiously 
along the shoulders of many roads at the scene of fires and 
car accidents. 

Readers thanked me and some told me I should be fired. 
Strangers told me to get lost while others invited me into 
their living rooms. 

I’m thankful for all of it, because I learned — at least I hope 
— how to tell stories that are worth telling, good or bad. 

I’m proud to have spent the last three years with you all, 
and as a reporter at The Anderson News. 

That’s what I’d tell that woman who greeted me in church 
when I first moved here, if I ever met her again. 

That’s what I’ll tell people I’ll be working with in Illinois, 
and those I meet in the future. 

I’ve actually tried to write this last column several times 
this week, but kept getting interrupted. 

By interrupted, I mean I’d distract myself with format-

Tornadoes 
may develop 
from thunder¬ 
storms when warm, moist 
air is in advance of east¬ 
ward-moving cold fronts. 
Watch for skies that turn 
suddenly dark and green¬ 
ish (a phenomenon caused 
by hail) and with increas¬ 
ing wind speeds, and keep 
a particular lookout for 
the formation of funnel 
clouds. Often just prior to 
tornado touchdowns, the 
winds may die down and 
the air may become very 
still; clear, sunlit skies are 
not uncommon behind 
a tornado. Approaching 
debris clouds can mark a 
tornado’s location, even 
if a funnel is not visible. 
High winds can cause 
a roaring sound often 
compared with a passing 
freight train. 

The National Weather 
Service issues a warning 
when a tornado is indi¬ 
cated by radar or sighted 
by storm spotters. Warn¬

ings can be issued without 
a tornado watch being 
in effect. Warnings usu¬ 
ally are issued for about 
30 minutes. Take shelter 
immediately. When a tor¬ 
nado is coming, you have 
only a short time to make 
life-or-death decisions. 
Planning designated safe 
areas and quick responses 
are the keys to surviving a 
tornado. 

Determine the best 
place to shelter from an 
impending tornado in 
your home and workplace, 
and be aware of desig¬ 
nated tornado shelters 
in public buildings and 
private businesses. Think 
about where you can shel¬ 
ter if you are in a vehicle 
or outside. 

• Go to lowest level 
available (basement or cel¬ 
lar). 

• Find an inside room 
with no windows and 
strong walls. If the room 
has windows, keep them 
closed. 

• If in a mobile home, 
get out and go to the near¬ 
est sturdy building. Do not 
stay in a mobile home. 

• Get under a piece of 
sturdy furniture, such as a 
workbench, or heavy table 
or desk, and hold on to it. 
Use your arms to protect 
your head and neck, or use 


a heavy blanket or pillow 
to help protect you and to 
cover your head. 

• If you are in a vehicle 
or outside, take shelter 
immediately. Never try 
to outdrive a tornado in 

a vehicle because torna¬ 
does can change direction 
quickly and can lift and 
toss your vehicle through 
the air. There is some con¬ 
troversy over this issue 
but more resources sug¬ 
gest getting out of your 
vehicle. If no building is 
nearby or you’re caught 
outside, lie flat in a ditch 
or depressed area, cover 
your head and watch for 
flooding. Many fatali¬ 
ties are caused by flying 
debris. 

Build disaster supply 
kits for each family mem¬ 
ber and include food for 
pets for at least three days. 
Backpacks may be used. 
Pack a diaper bag for chil¬ 
dren younger than three. 
Make the kits so they are 
portable and put them in 
a place where they are 
accessible. Include: 

• Food and water 

• Medicines, copies of 
prescriptions, personal 
hygiene items, first aid 
supplies 

• Important documents,

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Fire damages foreclosed 
Bluebird Court home

A foreclosed home up for sale 
on Bluebird Court caught fire 
early Thursday morning, trig¬ 
gering the evacuation of resi¬ 
dents living in two neighboring 
structures. 

According to City Fire Chief 
Bobby Hume, when firefighters 
arrived at 207 Bluebird Court 
at about 4:51 a.m. on Thursday 
morning, the entire roof was on 
fire. 

Hume said two neighboring 
residences were evacuated as 
a safety precaution given the 
fire’s close proximity to other 
buildings. 

“Apparently it had been 
burning for a while,” Hume said 
of the Bluebird Court home. 

No one was currently living 


in the single-family residence, 
he said, and owners were get¬ 
ting the residence ready to be 
sold. 

Hume said he suspects elec¬ 
trical wiring in the bathroom 
may have shorted out and 
caused the fire. Those prepping 
the house for sale turned on 
electricity about a week ago, he 
said. 

The fire began in the bath¬ 
room and spread into the attic 
area of the home, Hume said. 

“It’s just a shell left, basi¬ 
cally,” he said. 

Firefighters were able to 
knock the fire out quickly, 
Hume said. 

City fire, EMS and city police 
responded to the scene Thurs¬ 
day.

Jury trial set for August for father charged with tying up child 


Case to be arraigned on perjury Tuesday 

Carolyn Case, who has been sentenced to five years'prison on a criminal 
abuse charge, is scheduled to be arraigned for perjury charge on Tues¬ 
day, March 18 at 9 a.m. in Anderson Circuit Court. 

Case was arrested and charged for one count of perjury on Feb. 7 after 
being indicted for allegedly falsifying her financial status to obtain a 
taxpayer-provided attorney. 

The charge stemmed from an investigation by the Commonwealth's 
Attorney's Office after The Anderson News conducted an investigation 
into Case's claims of indigency in late December 2013.

A final pretrial con¬ 
ference hearing and 
jury trial for Herbert 
Medley, one of three 
charged with criminal 
abuse of a 3-year-old 
girl, has been sched¬ 
uled for Aug. 19 at 9 
a.m. in Anderson Cir¬ 
cuit Court, according 
to court documents. 

Herbert Medley 
appeared in Anderson 
Circuit Court on March 
4 for a status hear¬ 
ing, according to court 
documents. 

One of the suspects 
in the child-tying case 
has already been sen¬ 
tenced for criminal 
abuse — the child’s 
grandmother Carolyn 
Case. 

Case pleaded guilty 
to one count of second- 
degree criminal abuse, 


and was sentenced Feb. 
18 to five years’ prison 
in the Department of 
Corrections with no 
possibility for proba¬ 
tion. 

Herbert Medley, 
along with the girl’s 
mother Rebecca 
Medley and the girl’s 
grandmother Carolyn 
Case, was first charged 
with first-degree crim¬ 
inal abuse in Septem¬ 
ber 2012. 

The girl was tied 
up on a bed at Case’s 
residence at 1024 Terri 
Lane from 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m. each day, accord¬ 
ing to documents on 
file in Anderson Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

She was also tied 
to the bed for a two- 
hour nap, and spent an 
additional four hours 
tied up for discipline, 


according to the docu¬ 
ments. She was also 
tied up to a booster 
seat in a kitchen chair 
for up to an hour a day 
for discipline. 

The girl was tied up 
with a curtain sash by 
lacing it through the 
arm holes in her shirt 
and behind her back. 

It was then fastened to 
the bed using a large 
horse collar safety pin, 
according to court doc¬ 
uments. The sash was 
also used to tie her to a 
kitchen chair. 

Case, the grand¬ 
mother, told investi¬ 
gating troopers with 
the Kentucky State 
Police that the girl 
“spent more time tied 
up than free,” accord¬ 
ing to documents. 

The girl was being 
tied up from June 1 


through Aug. 3, when 
a child protective ser¬ 
vices worker alerted 
the state police. 

Troopers arrived at 
Case’s residence where 
she admitted tying up 
the girl and showed 
them the curtain sash 
and bed. 

Troopers then inter¬ 
viewed the Medleys. 
Rebecca Medley refut¬ 
ed the grandmother’s 
claim that the girl was 
tied up for four hours 
to the bed and another 
hour to a chair for 
discipline, saying the 
times were half that 
amount, according to 
the report. 

She did confirm that 
the girl was tied up for 
10 hours each night, 
according to the report. 
She added that Case 
began the practice of 


tying up the girl and 
continued doing so 
for the two months 
it was conducted. She 
told police that she 
and Case tied the girl 
up the about the same 
number of times and 
that Herbert Medley, 
her husband, knew 
about it, and that they 
“fought” about it on a 
regular basis, accord¬ 
ing to the report. 

Herbert Medley told 


police he knew about 
the girl being tied up 
but “felt he could not 
tell anyone because 
Case had threatened to 
kick them out of the 
residence.” 

He said that Case 
started the practice 
and showed his wife 
how to do it.

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Trooper Satterly facilitates future of Kentucky state police

Friday’s leave-taking 
was especially bitter¬ 
sweet. 

Kentucky State 
Police Trooper Josh 
Satterly 
climbed 
into his 
cruiser, 
keyed-up 
his radio, 
and kissed 
his kind 
fiancee 
goodbye. 

Leaving his central 
Kentucky home for a 
few days - dawning a 
new day on the Ashland 
Post 14 beat - he already 
misses her. 

He bids farewell, for 
now. 

His sweetheart under¬ 
stands this job doesn’t 
know holidays. She’s 
beside him in heart. 

It’s Valentine’s Day. 

A winter storm isn’t far 
away. There’s work to 
do, wrecks to work, and 
roadblocks to boldly 
tackle. 

Satterly salts away 
more money for a May 
wedding. He digs-out the 
snow-stranded and cour¬ 
teously cautions trooper 
brothers to stay safe. He 
adjusts his customary 
campaign hat out-back- 


of-the-barracks before 
he hits the highway. 

Gray skies on the 
horizon match the creas¬ 
es on Satterly’s starched 
team uniform. He’s 
undaunted by what’s 
ahead, vying against 
weather and woe. 

All in a day’s work. 
But the love of his life 
is on his mind. She’s a 
nurse; their lives inter¬ 
laced with compassion 
and care. 

At 36, Tpr. Satterly 
is one of the latest KSP 
Academy graduates. 

Satterly, a 2007 gradu¬ 
ate of the Kentucky 
Dept, of Criminal Justice 
Training, worked for the 
Lawrenceburg Police 
Department for more 
than six years. 

It was home - and he 
loved his time on the 
small city force. 

“As I worked there 
I had the privilege of 
also working with some 
great troopers who car¬ 
ried themselves at a 
different, very profes¬ 
sional level. It inspired 
me to be a trooper,” the 
Anderson County High 
School graduate said. “I 
wanted to further my 
career - no better place 
to do it than Kentucky 
State Police.” 

Not without a hitch. 


Satterly started testing 
for state police back in 
2010. 

“It took me four 
times to get accepted 
into the Academy. I just 
kept telling myself that 
persistence pays off. I 
will one day get into the 
Academy. I kept myself 
in good physical condi¬ 
tion for when that day 
arrived that I got accept¬ 
ed,” he smiled. 

“That day came Jun. 

9,2013.” 

Well brought-up 
Satterly acquaints of 
the 23-week training 
grounds, rough and 
ready. Days are weari¬ 
some. You square-away 
and get straight. 

Satterly is strong- 
willed and indomitable. 
They made a trooper out 
of him. 

“It was the toughest 
Academy that I have 
ever been a part of. But, 
in the end, it was well 
worth it. You look back 
after graduating and 
see why they put you 
through the tough train¬ 
ing you receive.” 

It was a concrete 
career moment. He 
made it. Today he’s on a 
tangible trooper task. 

“I try to investigate 
all my calls to the full¬ 
est. I feel that’s the best 


thing I can do for the 
victim of the crime or 
the person calling for 
assistance. I ask myself 
- what if I was in their 
shoes...” 

Satterly didn’t 
neglect Valentine’s Day. 
He lets it pass, knowing 
his dearest shall forgive 
and forget the lapse. 

“You just have to 
manage your time at 
home. It’s harder on the 
family because some¬ 
times you have to cancel 
events with them or lose 
an extra day at home 
because of court, etcet¬ 
era,” he reminds. “It’s 
stressful; but, my family 
and I learned to adjust.” 

Satterly is swift to 
acknowledge their back 
up. He doesn’t take it for 
granted. Kin bolstered 
him. Their pep talks and 
pump-up sessions made 
all the difference on 
short sabbaticals. 

“My parents and my 
fiancee really supported 
me through this process. 
If you don’t have the 
support of your family, 

I don’t see how anyone 
could make it,” Satterly 
said. “There were weeks 
I would come home 
from the Academy and 
would just be miserable. 
And, I thought - how 
am I ever going to get 


through this... 

“My fiancee was 
there every weekend 
supporting and encour¬ 
aging me.” 

Satterly offers this 
proverb to struggling 
children he meets in 
hollows of hardship. 

“I tell kids to never 
give up on their dreams. 
You can - and will - do 
whatever you put your 
mind to. It took me 
four years to achieve 
my dream of being a 
trooper.” 

Satterly is full of 
pride each time he pol¬ 
ishes his brass buttons. 
These small enterprises 
are resplendent with 
KSP ritual, awash with 
the mission of veteran 
troopers who walked 
these U.S. 60 hallways 
before him. 

There are big gum¬ 
shoes to fill as Sat¬ 
terly wades into Friday 
night’s snowstorm. 

“I am most proud of 
not giving up on my 
dreams and achieving 
them. The day I gradu¬ 
ated the KSP Academy 
is probably the proud¬ 
est day of my career 
because I knew that I 
earned this title.” 

Satterly is decidedly a 
Trooper, has an arresting 
and commanding pres¬ 


ence. He’s all ears, heed¬ 
ing needs of the wound¬ 
ed. He’s on the ball and 
on-guard against the 
shameless. 

Although he is new 
to this highly-regarded 
guard, Satterly under¬ 
stands he shall behold 
unabashed sin. He will 
counter iniquity and 
malice. He might cry on 
occasion, paying visits to 
toddlers living in abject 
poverty. 

After such calls to 
service, the honorable 
man will pop on his 
headphones to head-out 
for a run, leaving the 
hassle and strains of an 
urgent Trooper’s world 
behind. 

“And I will go back 
and watch my Academy 
video. Look at what I 
went through to get to 
this point,” Satterly fin¬ 
ishes. 

“It seems to make 
everything easier.”

characters. 

Doris ate a little more. 

Debbie isn’t sure why 
changing the plate made 
a difference, but she’s 
happy it did. 

Thankfully, her mom 
still has a pretty good 
appetite, Debbie said. 

Doris has lost con¬ 
siderable weight in the 
8-9 years she’s struggled 
with advanced Alzheim¬ 
er’s, Debbie said. 

Formerly a size 16, 
Doris gradually shrunk 
from size 16 to 14 to 12 to 
a size 10. 

Doris, who along 
with Alzheimer’s takes 
medication for Type II 
diabetes, needs to eat 
well in order to take her 
medication, Debbie said. 

But sometimes she’s 
chewed medication and 
has forgotten how to 
swallow. 

As Doris observes 
and talks about a world 
she’s muddled with 
Evansville, Ind., Debbie 
said it’s hard for her to 
understand what’s going 
on in her mother’s mind. 

It’s a world that no 
longer exists, one that 
Doris believes is full of 
children; specifically, 
her two young children 
that she doesn’t realize 
are grown and have chil¬ 
dren of their own. 

“I’m never sure what 
pictures are in her 
mind,” Debbie said of 
her mother. “She’s keep¬ 
ing her eyes shut a lot 
more often.” 

Debbie said it’ll be 
hard to imagine what 
her mom thinks when 
they drive up to front 
door of the Owenton 
nursing home in a few 
weeks. 

After weeks of 
searching for the right 
facility, Debbie said she 
found a bed available 
for her mom at Owenton 
Manor after researching 
about five or six facili¬ 
ties. 


The facility is about 
a 35-minute drive from 
where Debbie lives in 
Frankfort, and she said 
many local Owenton 
residents have placed 
their family members in 
the facility. 

Hospice will be able 
to send a nurse, a social 
worker and possibly a 
bathing assistant, which 
is all billed through 
Medicare, Debbie said. 

It’s not easy to find 
an available bed for an 
elderly parent, especial¬ 
ly one with advanced 
Alzheimer’s, Debbie 
said, which may surprise 
some people considering 
care options for their 
aging parents. 

Debbie and her broth¬ 
er Steve Lottes are down 
to their last $20,000, she 
said, and a nursing home 
made the most financial 
sense. 

“It’s sad relief that 
I’m having to do so this, 
but it’s happy relief that 
there was a bed for her 
before the money gets 
down to where we have 
zero choices,” Debbie 
said. 

Debbie said they’ll be 
able to afford private 
pay for a few months — 
she estimates it’ll cost 
roughly about $7,000 a 
month — and then her 
mom will need to apply 
for Medicaid once her 
mother’s savings are 
below $2,000-3,000. 

Debbie said she hasn’t 
had to pay much of 
pocket to care for her 
mother, which she’s 
thankful for. 

But every penny she 
has spent is worth the 
cost — the appointments 
to get Doris’ hair done, 
going out to eat. 

Debbie said she’s also 
thankful and relieved 
that her parents had 
the foresight to save 
so much, which isn’t 
always the case for care¬ 
givers. 

According to the 
Alzheimer’s Association 
website, the average cost 
for long-term care ser¬ 


vices in the U.S. is $3,477 
per month or $41,724 per 
year for basic services in 
an assisted living facility. 

For a semi-private 
room in a nursing home, 
the Alzheimer’s Asso¬ 
ciation said, the average 
cost is $214 per day or 
$78,110 per year. 

Since Doris first 
exhibited symptoms 
of Alzheimer’s disease, 
Debbie estimated she 
and her brother have 
spent $200,000 of her 
parents’ savings to take 
care of their mom. 

The $200,000 spent 
includes both home care 
and her mother’s medi¬ 
cation costs to treat both 
Alzheimer’s and diabe¬ 
tes, Debbie said. 

Doris’ private insur¬ 
ance is expensive 
because she is a colon 
cancer survivor, Deb¬ 
bie said, and although 
private insurance covers 
blood pressure or blood 
transfusion medication, 
it didn’t cover medica¬ 
tion expenses as a result 
of Doris being in the 
Medicare Part D “donut 
hole.” 

For example, Doris 
needed to tap into her 
savings to pay for a $560 
sleeping medication 
and $300 for diabetes 
meds in cash one month 
because Doris hadn’t 
met Medicare limits for 
the insurance to pick up 
the majority of the cost. 

And insurance costs 
have gone up for every¬ 
body within the last few 
years, Debbie said. 

Her family didn’t go 
on many vacations, and 
Christmas consisted of 
just a few presents. 

Debbie’s parents 
drove one car, she said, 
lived in one house since 
the time she was a child 
in Evansville, Ind. 

Thanks to her par¬ 
ents’ thrifty diligence 
Debbie and Steve were 
able to afford to employ 
a rotation of six people 
to check on their mother 
so that she could stay in 
Evansville, where Doris 


had lived with her late 
husband for more than 
50 years, as long as pos¬ 
sible. 

But about two and 
half years ago, it was 
time for the Lottes sib¬ 
lings to sell the house, 
and liquidate her 
mother’s stock at a small 
bank in her hometown 
of Elberfeld, Ind., and 
make the move to Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Now it’s time for her 
mother to get a different 
type of care, Debbie said. 

“There’s a time and a 
place for nursing home 
placement, where you 
get to the point where 
you can’t lift the per¬ 
son safely, bathe them 
safely, where there’s not 
enough family to keep 
them safe,” Debbie said. 

Debbie recommends 
talking with parents 
early and often about 
what their wishes would 
be if and when they 
reached the end of their 
lives. 

Debbie said she didn’t 
start talking with her 
parents seriously about 
how they wanted to be 
cared for until her dad 
was in the end stages of 
Parkinson’s disease. 

At that time, her 
mother was already 
starting to get confused 
and was making mis¬ 
takes in balancing her 
checkbook. 

Debbie said she 
wasn’t really able to dis¬ 
cuss her parents’ financ¬ 
es until her mother 
was already exhibiting 
symptoms of dementia. 

“It’s stuff we should 
all do ahead of time 
before (parents) get too 
ill,” she said, adding that 
it’s important to discuss 
living wills and power 
of attorney for health 
care issues. 

Debbie said she man¬ 
aged to sort out power 
of attorney — the abil¬ 
ity for Debbie to ensure 
Doris’ end of life wishes 
such as resuscitation 
— over the Internet 
and got a form for her 
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brother while Doris 
lived in Indiana, and got 
power of attorney for 
Debbie while her moth¬ 
er was in Kentucky. 

“You can do it long 
distance, but it’s much 
simpler to do it with the 
persons that’s closest,” 
she said. 

Now that Doris is 
with hospice, Debbie 
said they know to call 
hospice first for end of 
life issues. 

Debbie also recom¬ 
mended consulting local 
resources to see what’s 
available in terms of 
assistance for Alzheim¬ 
er’s caregivers and those 
struggling with the dis¬ 
ease. 

“It’s not enough to 
take care of the entire 
problem, but it might 
give you break,” she said. 

Children of Alzheim¬ 
er’s patients may not 
know when they’ll need 
it. 

Before Doris moves 
into the nursing home 
in early April, Debbie 
said she’ll be bring¬ 
ing familiar items — a 


stuffed bear Doris keeps 
on her bed, a sea green 
pieced quilt made of 
flowers, a photo of Doris 
and her husband — to 
make the transition 
easier. 

Debbie wonders if 
Doris will think all 
of the people in the 
nursing home are her 
friends. 

Maybe her mom will 
recognize the strang¬ 
ers as people she knows 
from Evansville. 

Doris may be one 
woman out of 100 
residents in Owenton 
Manor, Debbie said. 

With friends and 
memories surrounding 
her, Debbie hopes her 
mother won’t feel alone.

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Garmon murder 
suspect to appear 
in court Tuesday

The man indicted in 
the vehicular murder of 
Marie Garmon in Sep¬ 
tember 2012 is scheduled 
to appear in Circuit Court 
on March 18 at 9 a.m. for 
a disposition hearing or 
trial date. 

Eric Jenkins, 42, of 208 
Country Dr., Hustonville, 
was indicted in July 2013 
for murder and DUI in 
the death of Marie Gar¬ 
mon, a Lawrenceburg 
woman who died after 
a dump truck driven by 
Jenkins collided head on 
with Garmon’s mini-van. 

Jenkins pleaded not 
guilty to his charges in 
August 2013. 

Jenkins was jailed on 
a $100,000 cash bond 
following his indict¬ 
ment, but had that bond 
reduced to $50,000 and 
was soon released. 

A murder charge in 
Kentucky carries sen¬ 
tences ranging from 
death to life in prison 
with the eligibility of 


parole after 20 years. 

In a supplemental 
report filed in late Sep¬ 
tember 2013 in Anderson 
Circuit Court, Trooper 
Hunter Martin wrote 
that after Jenkins was 
arrested July 23 and 
brought to the Lawrence¬ 
burg Police Department 
for questioning, the two 
discussed Jenkins’ alleged 
use of marijuana as well 
as his offer to take a lie 
detector test, which he 
later rescinded. 

“Regarding the mari¬ 
juana use, [Jenkins] told 
me that he smoked the 
marijuana two days 
prior,” Martin wrote 
in his report. “As the 
conversation continued 
he admitted that he 
had smoked marijuana 
around 12 a.m. the night 
prior. 

“Later in the interview 
he admitted that the 
marijuana smoking may 
have taken place after 
midnight.”

new position as director 
of district-wide pro¬ 
grams and operations 
for the 2013-2014 school 
year. 

On May 21 of 2013, 
Fields submitted a let¬ 
ter to Mitchell request¬ 
ing a transfer from 
high school principal 
to the renewed direc¬ 
tor position at central 
office, and that he 
would resign as princi¬ 
pal on June 30 and start 
in his new position July 
1, the report said. 

The Anderson 
County Board of Educa¬ 
tion approved the job 
description for “transi¬ 
tion administrator and 
director of district-wide 
programs and opera¬ 
tions” one day before 
Fields submitted his 
letter of resignation to 
Mitchell, according to 
the OEA investigative 
report. 

Mitchell said she 
would not comment on 
any personnel matters 
in relation to the inves¬ 
tigative report. 

School board attor¬ 
ney Robert Chenoweth 
— in email correspon¬ 
dence provided to the 
OEA in September 2013 
by Mitchell — made it 
clear that the superin¬ 
tendent had voiced con¬ 
cerns about Fields ear¬ 
lier in 2013, “as Fields 
was likely to resign 
that position, but not 
waive his entitlement 
to another administra¬ 


tive position for which 
he held the requisite 
certification and was 
otherwise qualified.” 

“In other words 
(Fields) had no inten¬ 
tion of resigning his 
position as principal 
unless he was selected 
for the central office 
position,” the report 
said of Fields’ transfer 
request. 

Mitchell sent Fields 
a response in a May 29 
letter titled “notice of 
change of assignment 
and reduction in salary 
and responsibility,” the 
report noted. 

The letter, in addi¬ 
tion to accepting Fields’ 
resignation, added 
that the reason why 
Fields’ salary would be 
reduced by $6,079 was 
because “your extra 
service percent index 
will be less than that of 
a high school principal 
and therefore reducing 
your work time respon¬ 
sibility.” 

Mitchell failed 
to post the vacancy 
within a 30-day time 
frame to the Kentucky 
Department of Educa¬ 
tion’s jobs website or 
to request a 30-day 
waiver, the report said, 
and no interviews were 
conducted for the posi¬ 
tion. 

This was done on 
the recommendation 
of Chenoweth, Mitchell 
told the OEA at the 
time of the investiga¬ 
tion, who explained to 
Mitchell that Fields’ 
administrator status 
is protected under the 
Fair Demotion Act of 


1972 spelled out in KRS 
161.765. 

Chenoweth advised 
Mitchell to consider 
a lateral transfer for 
Fields from one admin¬ 
istrative position to 
another, or otherwise 
she would be forced to 
demote Fields and trig¬ 
ger the possibility of a 
demotion hearing to be 
held. 

Kentucky adminis¬ 
trators who have com¬ 
pleted three years of 
service and are demot¬ 
ed are entitled to a 
private or public demo¬ 
tion hearing, according 
to KRS 161.765, with the 
school board to deter¬ 
mine if such a demo¬ 
tion was justified. 

Fields spent three 
years as the Anderson 
County High School 
principal until Mitchell 
transferred him to the 
director position. 

Chenoweth told 
Mitchell that it was 
her legal “obligation” 
to place Fields as an 
administrator else¬ 
where or she would 
be in the position 
of breaching Fields’ 
contract as a tenured 
administrator, accord¬ 
ing to the report. 

“When you as a 
superintendent are con¬ 
fronted with circum¬ 
stances beyond your 
control in which an 
unassigned employee 
has a contractual right 
to an assignment, your 
obligation to honor that 
contractual right super¬ 
sedes the statutory 
posting requirement,” 
Chenoweth wrote in his 


email to Mitchell pro¬ 
vided to the OEA. 

The Office of Edu¬ 
cation Accountability, 
however, disagreed 
with Chenoweth in its 
final report. 

Although Mitchell 
had the authority to 
transfer Fields to the 
position, the OEA con¬ 
cluded in its report, 
she did not have the 
authority to violate 
the statutory posting 
requirements. 

“In this case, wheth¬ 
er the board created 
a new position in the 
district which required 
certification or simply 
changed the titles and 
duties of an existing 
assistant superinten¬ 
dent position, there was 
a vacancy in the dis¬ 
trict,” the report said. 

According to an 
Anderson News article 
published in June 2013, 
Mitchell said the direc¬ 
tor of district-wide 
programs and opera¬ 
tions was “not a newly 
created position, just a 
position that has been 
vacant with a title 
change and similar but 
different job duties.” 

Chenoweth’s reliance 
on KRS 161.765(2) - the 
state statute spelling 
out administrative 
demotion procedure 

— rather than KRS 
160.380(2) — the statute 
detailing the process 
for posting a vacancy 

— was incorrect, the 
OEA determined in its 
report. 

Fields cannot be 
entitled to the pro¬ 
tections of a statute 


regarding an admin¬ 
istrator demotion if 
Mitchell never official¬ 
ly notified Fields that 
he would be demoted, 
the report found. 

If Mitchell had 
notified Fields of his 
demotion and Fields 
appealed, then Che¬ 
noweth’s analysis 
would have been cor¬ 
rect, the report said. 

“However, the desire 
of the district to avoid 
the appeal process can¬ 
not be used to obviate 
compliance with KRS 
160.380(2),” the report 
concluded. 

The OEA also found 
in its investigative 
report that Mitchell 
violated statute when 
she failed to post a spe¬ 
cial education teaching 
position at Emma B. 
Ward Elementary for 
the 2013-2014 school 
year to the state depart¬ 
ment of education’s job 
website or request a 
waiver. 

As a resolution to 
both allegations, Mitch¬ 
ell was required to take 
a total of three hours of 
training on the vacancy 
posting statute, and to 
send documentation of 
her training by Jan.15, 
2014. 

Mitchell said she dis¬ 
agreed with the Office 
of Education Account¬ 
ability on its analysis 
of what does and does 
not constitute a viola¬ 
tion when it comes to 
personnel transfers. 

According to materi¬ 
als Mitchell said were 
provided to her during 
her training mandated 


by the OEA, the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of 
Education refers to 
KRS 160.380 2(a) and 
KRS 161.760(2) in giving 
superintendents the 
authority to transfer 
staff between Feb. 1 
and July 15 or 30 days 
before the first student 
attendance day. 

Superintendents 
have the ability to 
transfer personnel 
within the district, 
Mitchell said, or prin¬ 
cipals can reassign 
staff within their own 
schools for the follow¬ 
ing school year accord¬ 
ing to these statutes. 

Mitchell said she’s 
frustrated with the 
apparent disagreement 
between both state 
education agencies, and 
that board attorney 
Chenoweth clearly 
agrees with KDE’s 
interpretation of the 
law. 

“The outcome of the 
(KDE) training indi¬ 
cated that I did follow 
(statute),” Mitchell said 
Monday. “Clearly, OEA 
and KDE disagree.” 

Mitchell said 
although she had the 
opportunity to file an 
appeal with the Office 
of Education Account¬ 
ability and its findings, 
she did not. 

“There was no rea¬ 
son to file a follow up,” 
Mitchell said. “OEA 
gave a ruling and I 
could file an appeal if I 
so chose.”

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Religious freedoms in peril around the world, and at home 


A ccording to 
news reports, 
North Korean 
despot Kim Jong Un has 
apparently 
ordered the 
execution 
of 33 Chris¬ 
tians who 
are charged 
with hav¬ 
ing had 
contact 
with a 
Baptist mis¬ 
sionary in 
an attempt 
to start 500 
underground churches 
in the oppressed coun¬ 
try 

This is latest in a 
recent string of execu¬ 
tions, wherein the 
tyrannical ruler is seek¬ 
ing to stem the tide of 
what he sees as a wave 
of attempts to usurp his 
authoritarian regime. 
Korean-American mis¬ 
sionary Kenneth Bae, 
who was arrested in 
2012 after leading a 
Christian group tour of 


the country, is current¬ 
ly serving a sentence of 
15 years of hard labor 
for his alleged attempt 
to use Christianity as 
a means to turn its 
citizens against the gov¬ 
ernment. According to 
a Jan. 8 article on Chris- 
tianpost.com, there are 
approximately 70,000 
Christians currently 
in North Korean labor 
camps. 

This is not, however, 
just a North Korean 
problem. According 
to information on the 
website of Open Doors, 
a non-denominational 
organization that 
serves persecuted 
Christians, 2,123 Chris¬ 
tians died for their 
faith in 2013; this was 
up from 1,201 in 2012. 
Cited in an online 
article for Reuters, this 
data is a “very minimal 
account” based on con¬ 
firmable media reports 
and could be as high as 
8 , 000 . 

While Christian¬ 


ity is not an isolated 
recipient of religious 
hostility, Christians are, 
by far, the dominant 
objects of such oppres¬ 
sion. 

John L. Allen Jr., in 
an October 2013 article 
for the British news 
website The Spectator, 
wrote that “according 
to the International 
Society for Human 
Rights, a secular 
observatory based in 
Frankfurt, Germany, 

80 percent of all acts of 
religious discrimination 
in the world today are 
directed at Christians. 
Statistically speaking, 
that makes Christians 
by far the most perse¬ 
cuted religious body on 
the planet.” 

Now juxtapose that 
with what is currently 
taking place in the 
United States and sud¬ 
denly our perspective 
becomes clearer. While 
Christians in America 
are increasingly being 
portrayed in the 


mainstream media as 
narrow-minded, intol¬ 
erant and bigoted, and 
while there is a clear 
erosion of religious 
liberty taking place, 
our experience here is 
much more the excep¬ 
tion rather than the 
norm. Mr. Allen makes 
an astute observation 
when he writes, “the 
truth is that in the 
West, a threat to reli¬ 
gious freedom means 
someone might get 
sued; in many other 
parts of the world, it 
means someone might 
get shot, and surely the 
latter is the more dra¬ 
matic scenario.” 

In our brief history 
as a nation we have 
held that people of all 
faiths should be able 
to worship freely. And 
while this liberty is 
woven into the fabric 
of our rich heritage, 
we should not misread 
it as being a part of 
the gospel message; 
actually it is quite the

Our Lord Jesus made 
it very clear that fol¬ 
lowing him would 
come with a cost: “In 
the world you will 
have tribulation.”

Reliving 

history! 

Anderson title teams bonded 
by McKee history 

H istory nearly always has a way 
of repeating itself. It does not 
matter if it is in government, 
business or on the basket¬ 
ball court. 

That was apparent 
Sunday at Grant County 
High School. 

Welllllll, sort of. 

By now you know, or 
at least should know, that 
Anderson County’s Eriel 
McKee ripped Simon 
Kenton for 32 points, 10 
rebounds and a bunch of 
other stats that simply 
boggle the mind. The 
Lady Bearcats earned a 
relatively comfortable 49-38 win in a 
regional final that most observers had 
figured would go down to the wire. 

It would be wrong to say that 
McKee won the Eighth Region cham¬ 
pionship by herself. But it would 
be presumptuous to say the Lady 
Bearcats would have beaten a great 
team without such an effort by the 
Miss Basketball finalist. 

And it happened 40 years to the 
day, after McKee’s father, Dagger 
McKee played a huge role in Anderson 
County making the state tournament. 

Back in 1974, the Anderson boys 
had come out of nowhere to be one 
of the favorites in the Eighth Region. 
With heavy graduation losses from 
the year before and a new coach, 
26-year-old Wayne King, the Bearcats 
were nowhere to be found in the 
region’s pre-season rankings. By mid- 
January, however, the Bearcats had 
leap-frogged the presumed powers, 
Shelby County, Shelby ville and Bul¬ 
litt Central, and were at the top of the 
region. 

Late in the season, the Bearcats hit 
a slump, but they caught fire again 
to win the 29th District Tournament, 
then rolled into the regional champi¬ 
onship game, where Scott County was 
waiting. 

In those days, Scott was not what 
it is today. It had yet not merged with 
Georgetown High and the population 
boom that came when Toyota put a 
factory there was still a decade away. 

But the Cardinals were a larger 
school and were always tough. They 
had beaten Anderson during the regu¬ 
lar season. 

The rematch came on March 9, 

1974 at Henry County High School. 

And just like what happened 40 
years later at Grant County, a McKee 
played a major role and King was 
there. 

The youngest head coach in Ken¬ 
tucky when he came to Anderson, 
King soon left the sidelines to become 
principal at the high school and 
enjoyed a long career in administra¬ 
tion. An admitted hoops junkie, he 
stayed around the game, coaching 
both boys and girls at Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Middle School. His eventual retire¬ 
ment from administration allowed 
King to devote all his time to the game 
he loves. 

He became part of the Lady 
Bearcat coaching staff. 

Sunday, after Anderson’s win, King 
asked if I would take a picture of 
himself with Dagger and Eriel McKee. 
“Forty years ago, almost to the day, 
Dagger hit the shot that beat Scott 
County,” King said. 

I guess memories sometimes get 
blurry over four decades. A quick 
check of the Anderson News story 
written by a high school student who 
has ended up writing about nearly

DRY RIDGE - 
Around the Eighth 
Region Tournament, 
the talk had been 
quiet, but strong: 
Simon Kenton had 
what it took to take 
down Anderson 
County. 

The Lady Pio¬ 
neers had tradition¬ 
ally given Anderson 
problems. Simon 
Kenton had the 
bitter taste of los¬ 
ing a big lead, then 
falling in overtime 
to Anderson in the 
regional final last 
year. The Pioneers 
had a terrific guard 
and some size - 
“bigs” in the hoops 
vernacular of today 
- to overcome the 
Bearcats. 

And Simon Ken¬ 
ton was 29-3 and, 
ranked fifth in 
Kentucky, just a 
smidgen behind the 
Lady Bearcats. 

But Simon Ken¬ 
ton did not have 
Eriel McKee Sunday 
afternoon at Grant 
County High School. 

The Anderson 
County senior put 
on a Miss Basket- 
ball-like perfor¬ 
mance, scoring 32 
points, grabbing 10 
rebounds, blocking 
four shots, com¬ 
ing up with four 
steals to lead the 
Lady Bearcats to a 
49-38 win and their 
second consecu¬ 
tive Eighth Region 
championship. 

Along the way, 
McKee dazzled and 
drew countless looks 
of disbelief and 
bewilderment from 
the Lady Pioneers 
and their fans. 

“Those who 
have been around 
her have come to 
expect those kind 
of games,” Ander¬ 
son coach Tony 
Kays smiled. “To do 
what she did on a 
big stage like this is 
something special 
for her and for us, 
but I can’t say that I 
am surprised.” 

Few were. 

McKee had been 
playing varsity 
basketball since 
the seventh grade 
and cracked the 
starting lineup a 
year later. She has 
become Anderson 
County’s all-time 
leading scorer, boys 
or girls, and has now 
been part of three 
regional champion¬ 


ship teams. 

But the wow 
factor had to be 
raised Sunday. 
McKee turned in 
a super-human 
performance when 
the Lady Bearcats 
needed it most. 

“It is a good feel¬ 
ing,” McKee said. 

“We have made his¬ 
tory as a team.” 

The Lady 
Bearcats became 
the first basketball 
team from Ander¬ 
son County High 
School to repeat as 
regional champs. 
After beating Simon 
Kenton in 2013, 
the Lady Bearcats 
made it to the state 
semifinals before 
running into one of 
Kentucky’s all-time 
great teams, Marion 
County, the eventu¬ 
al state champion. 

This year, the 
Lady Bearcats head 
to Bowling Green 
as one of the favor¬ 
ites to win the big 
trophy. McKee, a 
finalist for the Miss 
Basketball honor, is 
a huge reason why. 
Sunday might have 
been the best of a 
season punctuated 
with great perfor¬ 
mances. 

It might be fit¬ 
ting that McKee is 
heading to More- 
head State next 
year as she flew 


like an eagle past 
Simon Kenton. She 
slashed through the 
lane, hitting 6-of-10 


shots. She spotted 
up for 3-pointers, 
hitting both of her 
attempts beyond 


the arc. 

And she drew 
fouls. Lots of fouls. 
McKee sank 14 of 17 
free throws, negat¬ 
ing any put-her-at- 
the-line strategy. 

The Lady 
Bearcats needed 
McKee’s perfor¬ 
mance against 
a great program 
determined to 
regain the regional 
superiority it had 
held before McKee 
and her classmate, 
Makenzie Cann, 
became starters as 
eighth-graders in 
2010. 

Neither was going 
to let it happen. Nor 
where the less bal- 
lyhooed teammates 
who played their 
roles to near perfec¬ 
tion. 

“They executed 
better than we did,” 
said Simon Kenton 
coach Jeff Stow¬ 
ers. “We got a little 
frazzled and didn’t 
do what we planned 
to do. We kind of got 
out of synch.” 

And while

Owings has played 
on several statewide 
all-star teams but 
got nothing going 
Sunday. 

“Abby is their 
best player, but 
(McKee’s) length 
really messed her 
up.” Cann said. 

Stowers said he 
expected McKee to 
open on Owings. 
“They did it last 
year and the year 
before,” he said. “It 
bothers Abby when 
she has some length 
on her.”

Throughout the bas¬ 
ketball season, Anderson 
County girls’ basketball 
coach Tony Kays repeat¬ 
edly pointed to his 
team’s schedule as one 
to prepare his team for 
the much-anticipated 
showdown with Simon 
Kenton on Sunday 

Both teams were 
ranked in the state’s 
Top 5 and most observ¬ 
ers believed the teams 
would meet in the 
Eighth Region semi¬ 
finals or finals.

King 
inserted Dagger McKee, his defensive 
specialist, into the lineup to guard 
Scott County star Carl Collins. 

All 6,000 people in the Henry Coun¬ 
ty gym that night knew Scott was 
going to try to get the ball to Collins. 

Dagger McKee prevented that, forc¬ 
ing Scott to fire up a long jumper at 
the buzzer. It was well off the mark. 

Sunday, Dagger McKee was at 
Grant County, mighty happy as his 
youngest daughter dominated the 
game in every way. Unlike her dad, 
who specialized in locking down the 


other team’s best scorer - trust me, 
Dag could guard anybody - Eriel 
McKee riddled Simon Kenton in every 
way possible. 

As a young head coach, King was 
ecstatic with that regional champion¬ 
ship that had eluded him as a high 
school player at Pleasure Ridge Park. 
Animated and fiery at the time, King 
has mellowed considerably over the 
years. The Lady Bearcats’ love for 
King is such that someone has started 
a parody Twitter account, @Not- 
WayneKing. The kids laugh about his 
emphasis on boxing out and his love 
of Cracker Barrel. 

But he loves the Bearcats and loves 
seeing kids who work hard succeed.

McKee, Robinson 
burn Colonels

DRY RIDGE-Dur¬ 
ing Anderson County’s 
ascent to the top ech¬ 
elon of girls’ high school 
basketball teams in 
Kentucky there has 
been one constant 
refrain aroune the Lady 
Bearcats. 

“Defense wins!” 

“Take care of your 
defense and the offense 
will come!” 

Never was that more 
on display than Satur¬ 
day afternoon as the 
Lady Bearcats rolled 
past Oldham County 
62-42, in the Eighth 
Region Tournament 
semifinal at Grant 
County High School. 

Eriel McKee led 
Anderson with 24 points 
and seven rebounds 
while Corrin Robinson 
came off the bench 
to burn Oldham for 
13 points, hitting four 
three-pointers in the 
process. 

Makenzie Cann 
dished five assists for 
Anderson while McKee 
found the open girl four 
times. 

Ashley McMurtrey 
led Oldham with 26 
points in her final high 
school game. She ended 
her career with over 
2,200 points. 

The Lady Bearcats 
advanced Saturday with 
a defense that simply 
took its toll on a nice 
Oldham County team 
that finished at 16-10. 

“Lirst half, I wasn’t 
overly pleased with 
our defense,” Anderson 
coach Tony Kays said. 
“We did a few good 


things. In the second 
half, we came out and 
threw the zone trap at 
them and turned them 
over and made a little 
run.” 

Oldham coach Jace 
Bryant felt Ander¬ 
son’s depth - the Lady 
Bearcats used nine 
players in the first half 
- took its toll. “They 
were fresh,” Bryant said. 
“They wore us down and 
that contributed to a lot 
of our mistakes.” 

The decisive run was 
14-0 in the third and 
fourth quarters, turn¬ 
ing a close game into a 
romp. 

The Lady Bearcats 
had trouble sizing up 
Oldham’s 2-3 matchup 
zone, but Kays said it 
was partly Anderson’s 
failure to pay attention 
to detail. 

“That happens when 


you are standing around 
and not attacking the 
zone,” he said. “We were 
just passing it around. 
You’ve got to trust our¬ 
selves to shoot the ball 
well and drive the ball 
well. “ 

The Lady Colonels 
actually led, 14-12, after 
a quarter but the Lady 
Bearcats turned up the 
pressure and outscored 
Oldham, 15-4 in the sec¬ 
ond frame. 

It all started with 
the Anderson defense. 
The same open shots 
that Oldham had hit in 
the first quarter started 
falling off the mark as 
Anderson amped up the 
pressure. 

And the Lady 
Bearcats took the lead 
for good when McKee 
swiped the ball, drove to 
the basket only to lose 
control of the ball and 


then steal it again for 
a quick pass to Jessica 
Rice, who converted a 
three-point play. 

That made it 17-16. 
After McKee came up 
with another steal - she 
had three on the night 
- and drove for a layup, 
things began to open for 
the Lady Bearcats. 

The Lady Bearcats 
got a big spark from 
sophomore Mia 
Aldridge, who scored 
five points midway 
through the second 
quarter, including a big 
three-pointer over zone. 

“She has been No. 9 
and 10 on our bench 
and has not played that 
many quality minutes. 
She does that consistent¬ 
ly for us,” Kays said. “I 
thought she deserved a 
chance. Nobody else was 
attacking the basket.” 


Leading 27-18 at 
the break, Anderson 
threatened to blow 
Oldham out when Alex 
Avritt came up with a 
steal on the first pos¬ 
session of the second 
half, whipped a pass 
to McKee and then 
finished when McKee 
returned the ball to her. 

After Destiny Stew¬ 
art’s three-pointer, 
McKee converted anoth¬ 
er steal to make it 34-21. 

Yet Oldham was not 
through, scoring eight 
straight points before 
Anderson exploded. 
Robinson buried a three 
to start a 14-0 onslaught 
that cemented the Lady 
Bearcats’ spot in the 
regional championship 
game for the sixth time 
in seven years. 

“Anderson County 
has two Division I ath¬ 


letes,” Bryant said of 
Cann and McKee “They 
are so good at finding 
the open player. Cann 
drives the ball but she 
is so good at finding the 
open player. We knew 
how good some of the 
shooters were and you 
are going to lose them 
sometimes. Sometimes it 
is pick your poison with 
them. 

“Robinson made us 
pay.” 

Kays said Robinson 
paid attention to detail. 
“We tell the kids, play 
defense first and your 
offense will come and 
Corrin did that. She 
played great defense 
then spotted up for 
some threes.” 

The final score 
equaled Anderson’s big¬ 
gest lead of the night. 

And the Lady 
Bearcats did it with 
Miss Basketball finalist 
Makenzie Cann having 
an off night offensively. 
Cann scored just eight 
points and did not get 
her first basket until 
2:25 remained in the 
third quarter. One of the 
state’s best long-range 
shooters, Cann missed 
all five of her shots 
from three-point land. 

Still, Cann’s five 
assists were a game best. 

Anderson had trouble 
dissecting Oldham’s 
zone early but eventu¬ 
ally found the range. 
The Lady Bearcats con¬ 
nected on 43 percent of 
their shots, including 
half their shots inside 
the arc. 

At times, how¬ 
ever, the Lady Bearcats 
appeared to be going 
through the motions of 
beating Oldham for the 
second time this year 
and the 11th consecutive 
time in the series. 

They knew they 
would be playing Simon 
Kenton, a winner over 
Gallatin County in the 
opener, and a legitimate 
threat to Anderson’s 
supremacy. 

“You never know. 

It might have been 
on their minds,” Kays 
admitted. “We try to 
keep them focused and 
take care of business 
Kids are smart and they 
know who is supposed 
to win the game. They 
might have been think¬ 
ing about it. I am sure 
it was on their mind a 
little bit.”

Stewart's drive gets 
Anderson back 
on track

DRY RIDGE - Perhaps 
the biggest testament to 
Anderson County girls’ 
basketball was found in 
one of the Lady Bearcats’ 
poorest quarters in sev¬ 
eral years Wednesday 
night. 

Anderson scored only 
two points in the third 
frame, went over 11 min¬ 
utes without a field goal 
and still beat an up-and- 
coming Walton-Verona 
team, 75-57, in the open¬ 
ing round of the Eighth 
Region Tournament, 
being held at Grant 
County High School. 

Even with the pro¬ 
longed drought, Ander¬ 
son was never in serious 
trouble as the Lady 
Bearcats advanced to the 
regional semi-finals for 
the sixth time in the last 
seven years. 

“Obviously, they have 
a lot of horses. They 
have a lot of speed. They 
are so talented. They 
shoot it well,” said Wal¬ 
ton-Verona coach Mark 
Clinkenbeard. 


Indeed Anderson 
did have more horses 
than the smaller north¬ 
ern Kentucky school. 
Makenzie Cann led all 
scorers with 24 points, 
swishing four 3-point- 
ers along the way. Eriel 
McKee added 15 points. 

But it was the small¬ 
est Lady Bearcat in the 
starting lineup, senior 
Destiny Stewart, not 
much bigger than some 
of the best jockeys, who 
got Anderson back in 
synch after struggling 
for the entire second 
half. 

It wasn’t fancy, just a 
simple drive down the 
left side of the lane, but 
Stewart laid the ball in, 
pushing Anderson to 
a 58-47 lead with 4:44 
to go. It was the Lady 
Bearcats first bucket of 
the second half. 

“Destiny was out¬ 
standing the whole 
game. Her defense was 
solid all night long,” 

Kays said. “Offensively 
she handled the ball and 
made the right pass.” 

“They were strug¬ 
gling to score. Stewart 
kind of cracked the ice,” 
Clinkenbeard said. “Once 
they cracked it, it kept 
coming.” 


On Anderson’s next 
possession, Makenzie 
Cann drove for a basket, 
then followed with a 
three from downtown 
Cincinnati, about 35 
miles away. McKee 
added a layup and Cann 
buried another long 
bomb. 

In less than two 
minutes, Anderson had 
transformed a somewhat 
dwindling lead to a 68-50 
knockout punch. 

A late hammer was 


not in anyone’s mind 
as the Lady Bearcats 
blistered the nets in the 
first half on the way to 
a 47-32 lead at the break. 
Anderson buried 8-of-15 
three-point shots in the 
first 16 minutes with 
seven different Lady 
Bearcats connecting 
from long range. 

Anderson reeled off 
the first 15 points of the 
second quarter to go up 
35-16. Clinkenbeard was 
so upset that he was 


tagged with a technical 
foul with 6:26 left in the 
half. 

But even with the 
big first half, there were 
hints of some shortcom¬ 
ings. Walton-Verona did 
nothing fancy but got 
free for at least four easy 
baskets in the first half. 
Anderson got lost on 
defensive switches and 
did not shut down early. 

The in-control 
15-point lead could have 
been - should have 
been? - of knockout pro¬ 
portions. 

“Defensively we had 
some breakdowns,” Kays 
noted. “Some of it was 
not communicating. 
Some of it was not being 
ready. We made some 
quick substitutions to 
try to find somebody 
who would play defense. 
Then in the fourth quar¬ 
ter we did have some 
lock downs.” 

Instead, Walton- 
Verona took advantage 
of an Anderson to draw 
within 48-42 inside the 
final two minutes of the 
third quarter. 

“Give them credit. 
Walton-Verona is a very 
physical team and they 
play hard,” Kays said. 
“They gave as much 


effort as any team we 
have played.” 

“We thought we had 
some matchups we 
thought we could take 
advantage of,” Clinken¬ 
beard said. “Watching 
them on tape is one 
thing. Playing them on 
the floor is different. It 
is hard to simulate what 
they do in practice. 

“McKee is incredible. 
She is a great defender. 

I have been watching 
them four or five years 
and Tony does a great 
job with them. They are 
a nice team.” 

Kays reaches milestone 

Kays, who has been at 
the Anderson helm since 
the 1999-2000 season, 
reached his milestone 
300th victory, but down¬ 
played it a bit. 

Kays has guided 
Anderson to eight con¬ 
secutive 20-win seasons. 
The Lady Bearcats have 
also won six straight 
30th District titles after 
going through a 31-year 
drought. Kays has also 
led Anderson to two 
Eighth Region titles and 
three runner-up finishes.

others, limited Owings 
to 14 points. Even 
more telling was the 
total disruption of a 
Simon Kenton offense 
that had been averag¬ 
ing 66 points a game. 

It was the first time 
this season that Simon 
Kenton had scored less 
than 50 points. It also 
ended Simon Kenton’s 
16-game win streak. 

“She can shoot. She 
can do everything,” 
McKee said of Owings. 
“But I had length, so I 
knew there would be a 
problem.” 

Meanwhile, Cann, 
who is Anderson’s tall¬ 
est player despite being 
a guard, was charged 
with trying to stop 
all-region performer 
Rachel Cox, who scored 
just four points. 

Cann got plenty of 
weakside help to slow 
the Simon Kenton bigs. 

“If you would have 
told me before the 


game that we would 
hold Owings and Cox 
to less than 20 points, 
combined, I would 
have said, 4 will take 
it,”’ Kays said. 

Even though Simon 
Kenton jumped to a 
quick 5-0 lead, Cann 
responded with a 
3-pointer, an indication 
that she would be on 
her game after strug¬ 
gling through much of 
the post-season. 

McKee later burned 
Simon Kenton with 
a 3-pointer from the 
right wing, then con¬ 
verted three points the 
old-fashioned way - a 
basket and free throw 
- to put Anderson up 
17-12. 

After Owings scored 
in the lane, Cann hit 
a pair of free throws 
and McKee followed 
up with another trey 
prompting Stowers to 
call time out with 6:10 
to play in the second 
quarter. Simon Kenton 
was never closer than 
five points the rest of 
the way. 


With only a handful 
of exceptions, the Lady 
Bearcats put on a clinic 
in championship bas¬ 
ketball the rest of the 
way. The help defense 
was strong. On the 
boards, Anderson held 
its own against the 
taller Pioneers. When 
the Lady Bearcats 
needed points, they 
simply found McKee, 
for whom Simon Ken¬ 
ton had no answer. 

Eventually, Ander¬ 
son built its lead to 
38-24 when McKee 
went the length of the 
floor for a layup, then 
got free for a Stewart 
pass with just over 
three minutes to play 
in the third quarter. 

The lead could have 
grown even larger, but 
some ill-advised shots 
allowed Simon Kenton 
back in the game. 

The Pioneers showed 
why they were also 
considered a great 


team, chipping away 
at the Anderson lead. 
When Owings buried 
a 3-pointer with 3:46 to 
play, Anderson’s lead 
was down to 42-37. 

“I was nervous, but 
I thought we could do 
it,” said senior guard 
Destiny Stewart. 

“Our team was really 
focused.” 

A year ago, Ander¬ 
son rallied from 10 
points down in the 
final 90 seconds to win 
the regional final. If 
it happened that way, 
it would stand to rea¬ 
son that it could be 
reversed. “We didn’t 
talk about that,” Kays 
said. “We talked about 
being a little smarter 
in our shot selection. 
We had rushed a cou¬ 
ple of shots and got in 
a hurry to try to finish 
it.” 

Cann, however, was 
quick to tell her bud¬ 
dies. “I reminded the 


team, ‘Don’t let them 
do to us what we did to 
them last year.’” 

Simon Kenton would 
not score another field 
goal. 

Instead it was 
McKee scoring on a 
spin then hitting 5-of- 
6 free throws in the 
final three minutes. 
McKee scored all 11 of 
Anderson’s points in 
the fourth quarter. 

It was a time when 
Anderson’s offensive 
scheme was simple: 

Kill some clock then 
let McKee drive. Simon 
Kenton was repeatedly 
called for blocking 
fouls as McKee sped 
through the lane. 

And the Lady 
Bearcats killed clock. 
“We did that just in the 
spur of the moment,” 
Stewart said. 

“Their basketball 
IQ is up there pretty 
high,” Kays said of 
his team. “They’ve 


got experience and 
they have played long 
enough together. They 
know each other and 
spread the court well.” 

Simon Kenton could 
only display more frus¬ 
tration. 

“You have to give 
Anderson credit,” Stow¬ 
ers said. “That is two 
years in a row they 
have outplayed us.” 

As the final sec¬ 
onds ticked off and 
the large throng of 
Bearcat faithful roared 
their approval, the 
reality set in.

would be playing in 
Bowling Green despite 
the fact that the Green 
Wave was picked second 
in the Third Region 
in the pre-season and 
boasts one of the state’s 
best juniors, Morgan 
Turner. 

However, Meade 
went on a five-game 
losing streak around 
the Christmas holiday 
and the record never 
got over .500 until the 
Wave upset Owensboro 
Catholic, 66-53, for the 
regional title Sunday 
afternoon. 

That win is very 
instructive about the 
Green Wave season, 
however. 

Back on Dec. 28, 
Owensboro Catholic 
had beaten Meade, 
68-44. In the regional 
semis, Meade defeated 
Grayson County, 67-65, 
after losing to Grayson 
by 15 points, at home, 
on Jan. 11. 

“They seem to have 
gotten a lot better as 
the year went on,” Kays 
said. 

Kays admits to know¬ 


ing little about Meade. 
As he sat in his office 
Monday, he was watch¬ 
ing a tape of Meade 
provided by a colleague 
in the coaching fra¬ 
ternity. He had hoped 
to get another film or 
two before the Lady 
Bearcats leave for Bowl¬ 
ing Green on Wednes¬ 
day. 

The teams, however, 
are not totally foreign 
to each other. They 
played in 2010 and 
2011, when the current 
Anderson seniors were 
eighth-graders and 
freshmen. Anderson 
won both, 65-52 at home 
and 69-60 in Branden¬ 
burg the following 
season. 

“I know their coach, 
Josh Hurt, was at Galla¬ 
tin County for a while,” 
Kays said. “They were 
always real disciplined.” 

There is no record of 
the Lady Bearcats play¬ 
ing one of Hurt’s teams 
at Gallatin, although 
the teams were in a 
tournament together at 
North Bullitt in Decem¬ 
ber of 2001. 

At Meade, Hurt has 
quietly built a nice pro¬ 
gram that will be mak¬ 
ing its first Sweet 16 
appearance in 20 years. 


Despite a mediocre 
16-15 record, Kays says 
Meade will not be a 
pushover for his team. 
“They have played a 
very tough schedule,” 
he says. 

One game that is 
due to raise eyebrows, 
despite the loss, is a 
65-54 setback at Lou¬ 
isville Butler on Feb. 

11. Butler was ranked 
No. 2 in the state in 
the Litkenhous rat¬ 
ings released Monday. 
Anderson was ranked 
third in the same poll. 
“That game against But¬ 
ler shows they can play 
with anybody,” Kays 
said. “They were very 
good in the region. They 
beat a good Owensboro 
Catholic team.” 

Turner, a 6-foot-2 
junior, has gotten some 
looks from big-time pro¬ 
grams, but Kays says he 
knows little about her. 

“Kenzie (Cann) has 
played against her and 
with her in the sum¬ 
mer,” Kays said. “We 
will probably get some 
info from her too. She 
knows her and they are 
similar-type players.” 

Kays, however, 
believes his team is con¬ 
fident it can advance 
deep into the Sweet 


16. For one thing, the 
Lady Bearcats are now 
getting to be state tour¬ 
nament veterans with 
their third trip in five 
years. 

“The kids are confi¬ 
dent they can play with 
anybody. There won’t 
be any surprises for 
them,” Kays says. 

Lady Bearcats 
among the favorites 

Unlike last year, 
when nearly everyone 
had conceded the state 
championship to Mar¬ 
ion County before the 
Sweet 16 even began, 
five or six teams are 
given legitimate chanc¬ 
es of coming home with 
the big trophy on Sun¬ 
day. 

Anderson County is 
one of those. 

If the Lady Bearcats 
defeat Meade County, 
they will face another 
of the favorites Friday 
night. Elizabethtown 
and Sacred Heart, the 
only Kentucky teams to 
beat Anderson this year, 
will play in Thursday’s 
first game at 7:30 p.m. 

Butler and Hen¬ 
derson County would 
have to be considered 
favorites to advance 


to the upper bracket 
semi-finals on Satur¬ 
day night, while the 
survivor of the E-town- 
Sacred Heart-Anderson 
trio would have to be 
considered the lower 
bracket favorite. 

“We are just going to 
take them one game at 
a time,” Kays said.
